A WASHINGTON WIDOW WHO WANTS
TO GET ON THE FORCE.

Two Absurd Kngrlisli Fads Women as Imi-

tators JReseutine Insults Shoulder tj
Shoulder With Men Russia's iiojal
Widow Woman In Bondage.
3Ira. Liily A. Thompson is a pretty

young widow who wants a position on
the Washington police force. Shu
doesn't weigh much more than 100
pounds, but she i.s rather athletic in
appearance and has a pleasant emila
and winning ways which might over-
come violators of tho law and disturbers
of the peace more effectively than mera
physical force. Mrs. Thompson sudden-
ly made tip htr mind that tho police de-

partment of tho city needed her serv-

complished while making arrests by tho
use of moral suasion than by the use of
clubs, pistols and bruto force. Tlie ex-

periment of female police ofticers is
worth trying."

It is unnecessary to state that tho
commissioners were somewhat startled
by this application. It is true there aro
several women connected with the po-
lice department as matrons at tho va
rious stations, but tho idea of a female
policeman patrolling a beat and swing-
ing a "billy" was entirely new. How-
ever, tho m atter was referred to Com-
missioner Truesdell, and he is calmly
thinking it over. In tho meantime Mrs.
Belva A. Lockw ood ami other promi-
nent woman sulTragists in tho District;
have int lest d themselves in the caso
of Mrs. Thompson and declare they pro-
pose to push her application to an ap-
pointment.

Mrs. Thompson, who is 23 years eld,
is a native of Charleston. Thero aro
not many woman safi'ra.uists in thai
section of tho country, and Mrs. Thomp-
son has acquired her ideas on this sub-

ject since sho came to Washington ahous
four years ago. When she was years
old, her parents moved to eastern Ten-
nessee, and in that mountain region sho
grew to womanhood. It was there that
siie di voloped u fondness for outdoor
exercise and became an accomplished
horsewoman, and, according to her
friends, a splendid riflo shot. She han-
dles a pistol quite as expertly as any
man, and in this respect she would
probably excel tho average member of
the police force. Mrs. Thompson early
acquired a taste for athletics of all sorts,
and a few years ago sho became inter-
ested in the De'sarfean theory of physic-
al development. Sho is an expert with
Indian clubs and dumbbells, and no
doubt she could give some of tho "dan-
dy coppers" points on tho twirling of ii
baton in the most artistic manner.
From her home in Knoxvillo Mrs.
Thompson canto to this city, and since
the death of her husband a shtii t time
ago sho has supported herself by sewing
and 1 y occasional work at copying.
